Demand Up 
For Increased 
Camping Sites

Improved roads coupled with 
increasing amount of free time 
available to American workers 
has boomed the demand for 
public camping sites.

Ben H. Thompson, chief of 
the Division of Cooperative ac­ 
tivities of the National Park 
Service, estimates that nearly 
20 million campers will bed 
down in our national and state 
parks this season compared to 
less than 9'/4 million campers 
as recently as 1950.

Individual medals 
are offered in track, and one 
swim meet Is held each se­ 
mester.

Any student or faculty mem­ 
ber is eligible to participate 
with competition between cam­ 
pus organizations the backbone 
of the program. Strong inde- 
pendent teams enter all 
abases of the program, how­ 
ever. Co-educational sports are

important in this program, in 
that everyone may participate. 

A great number of ex-high 
school lettermen take part In 
the activities, but^ college let­
termen cannot ~. their
lettered sport. Each year an 
award is given to the outstand­ 
ing athlete of the year.

An innovation this year is 
payment to referees, funds 
coming from the intramural 
budget of the Associated Stu­ 
dents. Students administer the 
program with help from the 
faculty advisors, Mrs. Von 
Hershey and Arthur H. Beleal. 
The program has a complete 
athletic insurance coverage.

Beleal, who played many 
sports in high school and col­ 
lege, was president of the Met­ 
ropolitan League in San Diego 
and is a former coach.
